He als said that rifles would soon be issued to the truck 
drivers, * 


2. For two weeks in February 1950 the ATG, Schwerin, had 25 trucks with 
trailers hauling ammunition, arms and equipment for the Yolkspolizei 
from Stralsund (" 55/P 1) harbor to Schwerin barracks. The materiel, which 
was new and had come from the U.5.5.i., was stored in Schwerin barracke.
